They.-represent on the average a high 
class.. Doubtless to congress the wageés 
paid them. will seem’ high, but'as a mat-. 
ter. of fact the only general complaint 
which I found had any real basis ‘among 


“the .complaints” made, to me. upon the 
f isthmus was that, owing to. the -peculiar 


surroundings, ‘the cost. of living, and the. 
distance. from home, the wages ‘were 
Teally. not as high as they should be. In 
fact, almost ‘every man I” spoke: to. felt.

Chinese and Other Labor. 
Of the 19,000-or 20,000 day laborers 


-employed on the canal a few hundred 


are’ Spaniards. These do excellent 
work. Thelr foreman _told--me that 
they did twice as well as the West 
Indian Jaborers. ,.Théy keep healthy 
and no difficulty is experienced with 
them in any way. Some Italian labor- 
ers are also. employed itn connection 
with the drilling. As. might be_ ex- 
pected, with labor as righ priced as 
at present in the United States, it has 
not so far proved practicable ta get 
any ordinary laborers from the United 
States. .The. American wage-workers 
on the isthmus are the highly paid 
skilled mechanics of the types men- 
tioned previously: A steady effort is 
being made to secure Italians, and es-
